And in 
these calculations no account has been taken of the new 
terriiories, organized and organizing, weat of the Mis- 
sissippt. So then, it appears that iastead of being vis- 
ohary and extravagant iu our provision for collegiate 
education, we have been rather moderate and conser- 
vutive; especially when we take into account the im- 
portance of acting in these matters prospectively, and 
before others have eccupied the ground, and left no 
roo for ourselves to act, 

But in respect to theological Instiiutions the case is 
a sull stronger one. We have in all this vast territo- 
ty. one single . the Kal Theological 
Seminary, and that not yet fully in operation. One 
more projected at Cincmnati will probably be organ- 
ized before long, and be engaged in cv-operating with 
the one already established.

But how is Ro- 
maniam to be overthrown so long as they are permitted 
to sustain themselves with such arguments! If the 
traditions of men are of equal authority with the Word 
of God, the Romanist is nght and the evangelical Pe- 
dobaptist is wrong ; on the other hand, if the Bible is 
the standard of Christianity, the Baptists are right and 
sll others must eventually be destroyed.

WATCHMAN 
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«* REPRESENTATIVE MEN,” 

Mr. Ralph Waldo Emerson hae lately put forth 
from the press of Phillips & Sampson, a new book, 
entitled ** Representative Men.’’ lt comprises seven 
lectures, which have been delivered at lyceums in 
Boston and its vicinity. The first lecture is entitled 
** Uses of Great Men ;"" the second, ** Plato: or, the 
Philosopher ;"' the third, ‘* Swedenborg or, the 
Mystic ;"’ the fourth, ** Montaigne : or, the Sceptic ;"" 
the fifth, ** Shakspeare: or, the Poet ;"’ the sixth, 
** Napoleon: or, the Man of the World ;”’ the sev- 
enth, ** Goethe: or, the Writer"’ Several of the 
respectable daily papers have given short notices of 
the volume, saying, for the most part, that it is a re- 
markable book, very brilliant, elegantly written, and 
that it will be widely read. Some others have spo- 
ken of it as being full of conceit, mysticism, veiled in 
gorgeous fog, and not worth the time and trouble 
which it demands of the reader. 

Having heard much of these lectures at different 
times, we have perused the book. The lectures on 
Shakspeare and Napoleon are adapted to take well 
with the popalar mind ; they bear the stamp of gen- 
jus, they are intelligible to all, they are more ia uni- 
eon with Anglo-Saxon common sense than Emerson 
18 wont to be, and with the exception of a few lines, 
they present truthful views. But taken as a whole, 
and as a contribution to Jiterature, this book is a fair 
specimen of that noxious moral fruit which springs 
ep so luxuriantly from the soil of Transcendental 
Pantheism. 

Men judge of a book in very different ways. Mad- 
ame De Stael said of the French of her time, ** No- 
body reads a book now-a-days except to ta/k about 
it." Some look only at the surface. Some see a 
book in no other light than that reflected from the 
author's name or fame. Many are captivated with 
a fine style; with many others, brilliant savings atone

the pages, charm many a youthful reader in spite of 
the vile substance in which they mav be set. But 
then, there are others who judge a book just as a

terials. Sw, in judging a book, a right-minded read- 
er will aim to reach the core of the matter, and wi

Now it is abundantly evident that the main doc- 
trine which underlies Mr. Emerson's Lectures, as 
well as his other productions, is Oriental Pantheism, 
somewhat modernized as to phase of statement; the 
doctri ve that nothing in the universe is really distinct 
from she Deity, who develops himself (or iteeit) in 
every thing thas is; in all matter, in all spirit, each 
of these being alike part of him. Therefore, every 
thing is good ; matter is good, spirit is good ; man is 
good ; evil is good, only seen on the wrong side 
thus, by an unchanging law of progress, every intel- 
ligent creature is destined to go onward for ever unto 
higher and better states of existence. See, for ex- 
ample, page 135, where he says of Swedenborgian 
theology, ** Swedenborg has devils. Evil, according 
to old philosophers, is good in the making. To 
what a painful perversion had Gothic theology arrived, 


that Swedenborg admitted no conversivn for evil spir- 
its! Bat the divine effort is never relaxed ; the 
carrion in the eun will convert itself tw grass and 
flowers; and man, though in brothels, or jails, or on 
gibbets, is on his way to all that is good and true.”’ 
There we have it—the genuine Transcendental gos- 
pel, in full flower! ‘* The oracle hath spoken"— 
the religion of intuition is developed ! 
rea! evil in the universe—no perdition of the soul, no 
hell! ‘* The oracie hath spoken’’—hail it 
and daughters of pleasure, ye devotees of Mammon 
and Bacchus, ye apostate spirits, hail it!
